A PlncKy Deed. 


"Freedom," the American paper pub- 


lished at Manila details the capture of 
a Filipino flag by Sergeant Clement C. 
Jones, of the Tennessee regiment, as 
one of the pluckiest deeds of the cam- 
paign. The flag was 800 yards from 
the Tenessee outposts. Jones slipped 
between the outposts \ into a swamp, 
across the river into the enemy's coun- 
try and crossed unharmed, & tract of 
open jice fields in fulLxifiW^of 
the 


natives. He grabbed the flag and re- 
turned with it over his shoulder, his 
back all the.time being a target for 
scores of Mauser bullets, parting sa- 
lutes from the natives. 
He arrived 


safely with his trophy. 


STATUS OF THINGS. 


DiBcnsslon of Sonic Hnmori Current 


About the Samoau Cotumlnftion. 


Washington, June 7.—All the inform- 


ation the state department has received 
relative to the progress and work of 
the Samoan commission at Apia, save 
a brief statement that the, natives are 
disarming, have come through press 
despatches. Up intimation has come 
from any official source to the effect 
that the three consuls and chief justice 
were to be relieved. The intentions of 
the British and German governments 
as to their own consuls are known only 
at London and Berlin, but so far as 
Mr Osborn, the United States consul, is 
concerned there is no intention on the 
part of our own authorities to remove 
him. 
The impression prevails xthat 


among the officials that Mr. Osborn has 
been fortunate enough to avoid making 
enemies at Apia and is believed to be 
obnoxious neither to German nor Brit- 
ish elements. As to Chief Justice 
Chambers, the Samoan commission has 
no power to remove him. He is part of 
the machinery of the government of 
Samoa provided by the Berlin, treaty, 
and can be disposed only through com- 
plaint formally '"preferred by one party 
to the treat yand found sufficient by the 
nation from which he is appointed, or 
by the combined complaint; of two of 
the powers. His office cannot be abol- 
ished by the commission ,for theii- pro- 
ceedings are entirely ad-referendum 
wherever treaty changes are involved.

BOSTON AND ALBANY 


TRAIN WRECKED 


Albany, N. T., June 7—Passenger 


train No. 32, Boston & Albany, leaving 
here at 12.50 this morning was wrecked 
near Rensselaer before it reached the 
Boston & Albany tracks through a 
misunderstanding of signals. As the 
train went under the viaduct a New 
York Central freight train, shot under. 
The Boston & Albany engine crashed 
into the third car from the engine of 
the freight. The Car overturned send- 
ing the engine into the next car, partly 
crushing the locomotive. Eight cars 
were overturned and the engine badly 
damaged. Brakeman Nicholas Smith 
was badly injured. 


High-Handed Russia * 


Victoria, B. C., June 7.—Kobe papers 


contain news of the fate of a party of 
scientists, missing for over a month.

TARRED AND 
FEATHERED. 


Leader of i'Holy Ghost and Us" Sect Harshly 


Treated by a Mob'In a Maine Town. 


Bangor, Me.', June 7.—It has been 


learned that Rev. Gteorge W.JHiggins, 
the leader of the Holy Ghost and TJe, was 
tarred and feathered by the mob which 
cao-ried h.im away from. Levant Monday 
ntifht into the' woods. "The sheriff has 
secured a large number of names of the 
mob and every step will be taken to bring 
them to justice. 


The affair was a most serious and 


brutal one. It transpires that an at- 
tempt was made to burn Higgins after 
the feathers had .been applied, matches 
being applied three or four times, (but 
some of the cooler headed ones put out 
the blaze each time. After Ruel Clem- 
ent had been dragged from'his house 
with'Higgins he was roughly used, being 
struck iti the face and head several times 
and dragged over the road. Aa they 
reached the road Ruel Hend'eraon, one of 
the men in the crowd, seized Clement 
and dragged htm to one side, rescuing 
him from the mob. 


Higgins was dragged off, however, and 


was ridden on a rail for about two miles 
lo a grove near the Giertburn town line. 
All his clothing" was stripped off on the. 
way except.his shoes and stockings and 
hie collar, which'had resisted the scuffle, 
A patch of skin a foot square ha* been 
torn off Higgins' back by dragging him 
around. Clfement* followed the orowd, 
and after th«*nob h*4 left I^tofflns went 
to his aid and'accompanieia h*m home. 
His condition .was pitiable, and Clement 
aided In' removing the coat of tar and 
feathers, ftiggine Is now abed and will 
not be able to be about for some time, 
Clement's wounda are not stviou*

Dynamite Demolishes First Floor of a 


Boarding House. Believed Bomb 


Was the Work of Striking 


Quarrymen or Sympa- 


thizers. Labor Peo- 


ple Deny It. 


Rockport, Mass., June 7— This com- 


munity was aroused at 2.30 o'clock this 
morning by a heavy explosion in a- 
house on King street occupied by John 
Nelson- as a boarding house. It was 
badly wrecked by a charge of dyna- 
mite thrown through a window. 


The general opinion is the deed was 


•done by one of the striking workmen 
of the Rockport Granite company, or 
a sympathizer. The doors and windows 
of the first story were blown out, the 
walls shattered and everything on the 
first floor demolished. No one was in- 
jured. Nelson keeps six boarders, all 
of whom worked in the quarry during 
the strike. 


The bomb was a two-foot section of 


one half inch iron pipe filled with 
dynamite. The labor people deny any 
connection with the affair and believe 
matters will not be complicated there- 
by. It is unfortunate, however, be- 
cause of the possibility that the 
trouble between the workmen and the 
company might soon have been settled.

TOO MUCH SHEEP KILLING. 


Selectman Sanford recently received 


« notice from the county commissioners 
complaining; of the many charges which 
had been sent in by the town for sheep 
killed by dpgs o£ late, and asking him 
to M« that the dog license law was en- 
forced. Mr. Sanford says there has 
been an unusual amount of sheep kill- 
ing by dogs this season and that ho has 
live complaints now on hand to be 
looked after. The last complaint was 
made by Mr. Lamb who lives at the 
Hopper, stating that the dogs had. been 
in with his sheep, and that he had shot 
one of the dogs. The description of the 
dogs which Mr. Lamb gave corres- 
ponds with the description which sev- 
eral other parties who have seen the 
dogs at work have given.

thought that these same dogs have 
been the cause of most of the mischief. 
Mr. Lamb has not been able to esti- 
mate his loss as the flock in their fright 
have been scattered and it will be 
some time before he will be able to da 
•o.

Gen. Henderson's Friends Ace 


Confident of His Success. 


INTBBESTIKG PACTS OF HIS LIFE. 


Ill* Army anil Civil Career—Sam- 


ple* of Hlii Power of ttepartee and 
His I^ove of Pleaainft People—Hli 
Attitude Toward Important Public 
Question*. 


David B. Henderson of Iowa, who 


from present appearances will undoubt- 
edly be the next successor of Thomas B 
Reed as speaker of tho house, has bs- 
come a national figure of considerable 
proportion. If ho finally is elected to 
that office, "which has no peer and bnt 
one superior," the country will have 
reason to hear of much of his person- 
ality and abilities. Mr. Henderson can 
never be president. He was born at 
Old Deer, iu Scotland, in 1840, bnt was 
brought by his 'paren-ls to the United 
States when 6 years old. They settled 
in Illinois, and removed three years 
later to Iowa. "Young Henderson was 
reared on a farm, and on the breaking 
out of the \vfiv in 1861 enlisted aa a 
private in Company C, Twelfth Iowa 
infantry. He was elected and commis- 
sioned first lieutenant of that company, 
serving with it until he wag discharged, 
owing to the loss of a leg at Corinth. 
He had taken part in the battles of 
Fort Henry, Fort Donelson, Shiloh and 
Corinth, and had also been slightly 
wounded at one of the earlier fights. 
Three months after he was mustered 
out he was appointed commissioner of 
the board of enrollment of the Third 
district of Iowa, in which capacity he 
served until June, 1864, when he re- 
entered the army as colonel of the 
Forty-sixth Iowa infantry, and served 
until the close of tbe war. 


In November, 1865, ba was made in- 


ternal revenue collector for the Third 
district of Iowa, and, wbile holding 
this office, completed his law studies, 
so that in 1869 he became, a member of 
the firm of Shiras.'Van Duzee & Hen- 
derson. At thfe time he was made as- 
sistant United States district attorney 
for tbe Northern district of Iowa, but 
resigned in 1871. He'was elected to 
congress in the fall of 1883, and has 
been re-elected every two years since. 


General Henderson, though not yet 


60 years old, appears older on account 
of the physical infirmities. resulting 
from his wounds in battle. It Has hap- 
pened that for several months at a time 
he has hardly been able to attend to bis 
congressional duties, on account of tbe 
intense suffering caused by tbVgrowth 
of something in' the nature of an ab- 
scess near the line of amputation. He 
has been obliged to submit to repeated 
surgical operations to obtain relief. On 
these occasions he does not take an- 
esthetics. He ordinarily wears a wood- 
en leg, but at times is compelled to use 
crutches without it. 


Of late a great deal has been said of 


the contrast between -Hopkins, who re- 
tired recently Hu Henderson's favor, and 
Sherman, as "young" candidates, and 
Henderson as the candidate of the old 
guard. In point of fact Henderson has 
served in congress only one more term 
than -Hopkins, and ie only six years 
older. 


General Henderson is ona of the most 


genial of men, except on those occa- 
sions when his physical infirmities are 
so great aa to wear severely upon his 
nerves. At a congressionafdinner party 
—and he is a frequent guest—he is 
often "tbe life of the occasion." At 
Representative Walker's farewell din- 
ner, near the close of the last session of 
congress, General Henderson'and "Pri- 
vate" John Allen of Mississippi kept 
the table in a rqar with their repartee. 
Henderson began by saying that there 
was one man in the Confederate army 
who, 
had they been so unfortunate as 


to meat, would have left less of him to 
return home than there was now. Allen 
replied that this was true, and they 
bantered each other on what would 
have happened .bad they met in.battle. 
The incident was then recalled of how 
Henderson was once traveling in Mis- 
sissippi, and, getting near Tupelo, tele- 
graphed Allen that he was coming to 
see him. The telegram was not deliv- 
ered. Henderson's visit was not made, 
whereupon Allen brought, suit against 
the telegraph company for' damages, 
and was awarded" about $15. Thia led 
to further banter .as to.whether such a 
sum was a sufficient requital to Allen 
for the loss of a visit from Henderson. 


His good fellowship and amiability 


have often shown themselves in Hen- 
derson's legislative -career. He-is very 
much like President McKinley in his 
love of pleasing people, and is disposed 
to view their request's good naturedly. 
There is a vast 'difference in types of 
men in this particular. ^At bottom this 
is really a question "of. whether the 
statesman loves .the individual appli- 
cant or the uncounted taspayers more. 
An easy going man in, public life sim- 
ply diverts money.from-one purse to an- 
other. He does not use-bis own funde. 
For example, General--Henderson has 
been one of the greatest champions of 
the free seed distribution .scheme. He 
comes from an 'agricultural district, 
and, 
besides, be likes tt> eend put a lot 


of little presents, no matter how use- 
less experience proves them in most in- 
stances to be. He was so conspiauous in 
the free seed cause that he received a 
great many communications of ildicnlo 
and protest, bnt 'these hfe attributed to 
the seed packing firms, which havo al- 
ways opposed th0 gratuitous distribu- 
tion by tbe government of th'6 wares 
they have to sell, 


One of Mr. Henderson's postal cards 


at this time, in a woman's handwrit-, 
ing, bore this message: "Jobn's in- 
fluence can't be got with 15 cents' 
worth of free seeds, but if yon will 
Bend mo a box of hairpins I will look 
after him. Hia Wife." Another com- 
munication read: "Why not let up on 
seeds for awhile ''and feend' Jackknivea? 
Everybody cftuld use. them,-and there 
won Id not be so much waste. In that 
case radish seech would not' come 'up 
poor tnrnijs, and 'tbe' 'congressman 
would be saved fiancb ridicule, which 
be now of ten g«ts." ' ' " • • ' ' 


Another movement with which Gen- 


eral Henderon hp* been conspicuously 
Allied is the award', of pensions. Aa a 
severely wounded veteran b,imeelf, he 
has stood in his' state and district as a 
champion of ^loldiers^riijhji," «nd 


me of his notable congressional speeches 
was in reply to a defense which some 
one had made of President Clevleand's 
pension policy. In speaking on the floor 
Henderson sossesges more than ordinary 
power. He is for the spectators in the 
gallery one of the roost taking ef all tbe 
orators of the house. He has a good 
voice and plunges in with great energy 
and vigor. $is tendency is toward the 
rhetorical forms and figures, and es- 
pecially those involving patriotic senti- 
ment. Tbe last time the restoration of 
prosperity was under discussion in the 
house the closing words of General 
Henderson's speech were these, "I say, 
God bless little Mac I"—referring to 
President McKinley. There will be no 
longer an undisguised coolness between 
the speaker and the president when Mr. 
Henderson gets in the chair. Whatever 
tho administration wants or the .Repub- 
lican party in its organized capacity 
Mr. Henderson will give to them. He 
will not stand over the house like a 
master, trying to moderate and control 
its action, according to hia own ideas 
of common seise. 


On a number of important public 


questions General Henderson has bean 
—in his own way—on the right side. 
He thinks congress ottght to be "doing 
something for the currency reformers." 
On that account he was made chairman 
of the caucus committee which met at 
Atlantic City and drew up a legislative 
programme. 
General Henderson will 


not go to great extremes for currency 
reform. He merely feels the need of do- 
ing something. He is in about the same 
position as the president. He was one 
of those who objected most strongly a 
few years ago to the proposed retire- 
ment of the greenback, alluding to it 
in a florid speech as the money that had 
paid the soldiers and carried the coun- 
try through the war, and declaring 
that it would be a disgrace to desert so 
good a friend now. Nevertheless the 
Atlantic City programme, adopted un- 
der Henderson's chairmanship, provides 
for what is in a deceptive guise actually 
the retirement ef the greenback. In 
tbe cause of civil service reform Mr 
Henderson has been one of the conserva- 
tives. He opposed strongly the with- 
holding of the appropriation from the 
civil service commission, which many of 
his companions were urging. Now that 
the merit system is so badly riddled 
and undermined, it will be hard to tell 
in the next congress which is the ra- 
form side and which is the spoils side. 
This question is likely to drop out of 
prominence, unless there is a revival of 
wholesome reform sentiment through- 
out the country. In that event the pres- 
ence in tbe speaker's chair of the man 
avowedly friendly to the merit system 
would be a matter of congratulation. 
Henderson undoubtedly means to be on 
the right aide of the ^-reat questions and 
to do 'the right thing, though as speaker 
he may good naturedly cost tbe coun- 
try $25,000,000 a year more than Joe 
Cannon would or any other man of the 
Reed type and carrying out the Eeed 
ideas. —Special to New York Post.

Ex-President Booilla's Views on 


the Country.

People Are Prosperous and Con- 


tented—Have Learned, Too, 
That 


Revolutions Do Not Pay—Sayn BU 
Countrymen Do No* Wont to Bo 
Annexed by Anybody. 


Dr. P. Bonilla, former president of 


Honduras, talked about his country nnd 
its people to a reporter tbe other even- 
ing in New York. Dr. Bonilla is about 
40 years old and has'strtiight black hair, 
black eyes and a bristling black mus- 
tache. In complexion and features be 
lonl.-sj something liko an Indian. He is 
a powerfully built man, more than six 
feet tall 
and weighing about 190 


pounds. 
Ho speaks English with a 


strong accent. 


"There is much that I wruld like to 


tell North Americans about Honduras," 
eaid the doctor; "so much, in fact, that 
it is difficult to make a beginning. 'Per- 
haps I may begin with what may seem 
to some a very startling statement 
when made about a Central American 
country: There will be no more revolu- 
tions in Honduras for a long time to 
come. This comes largely from tbe fact 
that the people throughout the country 
are more prosperous than they hpve 
been in years and that they are con- 
tented. General Sierra has made an ex- 
cellent president during the few months 
that he has been in office, and there is 
every reason to believe that he will con- 
tinue as he has bpgun. The people have 
learned that revolutions are not alto- 
gether profitable, and for the nest four 
years, the length of the term of our 
chief magistrate, General Sierra will 
be allowed to carry ont the wise policy 
that be has inaugurated.

that our silver dollar should not be 
worth in certain transactions any more 
at home than abroad. Therefore, when 
we could sell our dollars to the traders 
for what we could get in New York, 
London or other capitals, we did not 
export silver. When wo could not get 
the exchange price from the traders, 
we exported. Thus wo have plenty of 
silver, taken at its face value, for do- 
mestic transactions, and plenty of gold 
to discharge our foreign obligations, 
and everybody is happy. 


"Honduras offers a particularly at- 


tractive field just now for the invest- 
ment of American capital. Jt is not, I 
think, generally known that we can 
produce quite as line a quality of to- 
bacco as can be produced in Cuba. The 
plants yield even & larger leaf. Tobacco 
growing in Honduras is iu its infancy, 
and any one with capital to invest can 
get most satisfactory returns by invest- 
ing it in that industry. The land has 
not been worked as it has in Cuba, and 
therefore the yield will be larger at lees 
cost of cultivation. 


"But there is more money to tie made 


in rubber in my country than in tobac- 
co. Honduras' is almost literally a forest 
of rubber trees, but there has been no 
attempt to develop the industry. We 
export a little rubber, bnt it is all in its 
natural state. If we had capital invest- 
ed to develop the industry, there would 
be a great future for the country and 
ranch profit to the investor. The rais- 
ing of cattle and the mining of copper 
are other industries which we have to 
offer to the capitalists of the United 
States. Our cattle ranges rival yours in 
the west, and Honduras is rich in cop- 
per mines. The copper is always found 
\\ith gold, which yields a profit in it- 
!3lf. 


"I have been asked if we want an- 


nexation to the United States. My «n- 
iwer is: We do not in the ordinary ac- 
ceptation of the term. My countrymen 
prefer at present to be free. They would 
tight againnt annexation to any country 
In fighting the United States it would 
be again a contest between the Anglo- 
Saxon and Latin, and there could be 
but one result—the Angle-Saxon would 
triumph. If, however, in the fullness cf 
time you will send enough of your peo- 
ple to Hondusas -to make homes for 
themselves there and thus triumph overi 
ns in civil and business affairs, as you 
have in Hawaii, then we will welcome 
such a triumph, and if your people, 
having interests common-with onrs and 
having domination over us even at the 
polls, want annexation, we will say 
that is destiny and the providence of 
God, 
and we will be annexed."—New 


York Suii.

Hoir Manser Cartridges Are C«ed In 


Large Caliber Rifle*. 


The war department has received 


from Manila a curious specimen of Fili- 
pino ingenuity in what might be called 
subcaliber ordnance work. It is a 
scheme "commonly used by the insur- 
gents in adapting Manser ammunition 
to their large caliber Remington rifles. 
The cartridge in question is a brass 
Remington .45 shell with a Mauser 
cartridge neatly fitted inside it. The 
percussion cap of the Remington shell 
has been knocked out and the cap of the 
Mauser shell adjusted to the hole, so 
that the .45 shell can be slipped into 
the chamber of the Remington and tho 
Mauser cartridge fired from its inside. 
Of course the tiny Mauser bullet does 
not take the rifling and commences to 
"tumble" as soon as it leaves the gun. 
The range and accuracy of fire aro ma- 
terially impaired. But if the bullet does 
hit it acts like a runaway mowing ma- 
chine. An ordnance officer remarked on 
seeing it that it "compared favorably 
for accuracy and destrnctiveness with 
shooting railway spikea from a cannon." 


The principle is not a new one to 


American officers, however, for much 
the same scheme has long been used by 
our own Indians, who wrap Winchester 
cartridges with rawhide and shoot them 
from their old .50 caliber I'tlartinia and. 
Sharps.— Washington Star.

THE ASSESSORS' MATTER 


'The movement looking to the in- 
creasing of the salaries of the asses- 
sors, which has lain dormant so long, 
was revived last night. It showed it- 
eHf in a petition introduced at the city 
council. The petition, 
after setting 


forth an argument in favor of an in- 
creas of the assessors' salaries asks 
that the matter be referred to the 
voters of the city at the next annual 
election. The question to be submitted 
to the voters as suggested is, "Shall 
the salary of the board of assessors be 


• fixed as 
follows: 
Chairman, $700; 


other members, $600 each." (No objection 
can be raised to this procedure and the 
debate can come only on the point of 
whether it is advisable to increase the 
salaries. The method to be employed 
in determining whether or not the 
•Claries shall be raised is in entire 
keeping with the spirit of the charter. 
Section 46 of the charter in part says: 
"But no new salaried office shall be 
established except those required by 
l*Wi nor any increase of salaries made 
unless approved by a vote of the citi- 
zens at large in their respective pre- 
chict^ at an annual election." Whether 
it is advisable to increase the salaries 
fit the assessors is a matter of some 
importance. The present salaries as 
fixed by the charter are $100 a, year for 
«adh' member. The proposed increase 
would mean an additional yearly ex- 
p*riditure of 1700, but it is claimed that 
at present the city Is getting, service 
from the assessors which is value for 
ithe proposed increase.

Mi-. Goodrich is a member of tho Four- 
teenth regulars on. duty in the Philip- 
pines. He has. written to North Adams 
before and we should judge he would 
be quite indignant to know of some 
uses to which a former letter was put. 
He was quoted by press and pulpit in a 
way to leave an impression decidedly 
the opposite to what ho conveyed to 
the unprejudiced person who viewed his 
letter as a whole. Take just t\vo par- 
agraphs from Mr. Goodrich'slastletter: 


"I am in charge of the guard today, 


since men arc scarce here. 
ATo hear 


volley firing on the south of us and am- 
bulances aie coming in, and strings ';f 
natives, loaded with all they can carry, 
return tt> their fields under our protec- 
tion. All this shows the foolishness and 
proves how incapable and selfish were 
the so-called leaders of the Filipinos 
here, and by fighting this out, the 
United States is delivering them from 
their worst enemies. Although forced 
into th» insurrection, the little soldiers 
fight well." 


"From these towns lotaof fine churches 


can be seen in all directions, as they 
are always built on high commanding 
positions. The walls, as I have written 
before, are very thick, so that beyond 
shattering doors and windows, small 
artillery has but little- effect on them, 
they are always good forts, and are 
used by us as hospitals and prisons, 
for they are everywhere at hand. Also 
much treasure is sealed in the walls or 
buried under floors. Often arms and 
ammunition are found. They feel sure 
these will not be found or molested un- 
der the guardianship of the church, but 
Americanos usually find it. When large 
suma are found the officers' board sits 
on it. In one church they found an old 
Filipino chained hands and feet to a 
wall in the steeple. He had been, kept 
there so long that the shackles were 
badly rusted, and he was silly. We re- 
leased him and left him a box of con- 
densed "hard tack. Wo could not take 
him along as the expedition was to en- 
lighten the natives as to our motives 
and show them we can march any- 
where, and not kill or loot. We are 
only permitted to forage for necessity 
not to destroy." 


Here is-a use to which,even the church 


was put in this land. Does it not need 
Americanism to sweep it from end to 
end?" 
The American, soldiers 
are 


marching in it, "not to destroy," but 
to "enlighten the natives as to our 
motives and show them we can march 
anywhere and not kill or loot." And 
these soldiers must not forage unless 
necessity compels them. What an un- 
effacable shame-attaches to those who 
have attempted to make out our sul- 
diers to be a barbarous sensual horde! 


Sonif incurable cynic will pipe that 


our march of enlightenment is a march 
of slaughter.'.Granted. But whose ;s 
the responsibility for the slaughter? 
The. despotic/ leaders of the native 
army, th* men who have p.oisoned the 
F.ilipino mind with tales of American 
ot pression; Read Mr. Goodrich's story 
of the native who clung to the knees of 
the regular and pleaded with his ey«s 
for his life. The regular was 
only 


picking out his gun from the stack of 
weapons, but the Filipino thought he 
was preparing to execute him. This 
tells" a pjtfful story. As Mr. Goodrich 
says, the Americans in fighting it out 
in- the Philippines arc delivering the 
natives from their worst enemies. It 
is a battle of western ideals against 
eastern despotism which has enlisted 
the jgnotance and prejudice of semi- 
barbarism, on its side. Shall we sur- 
render?

An officer of the Fourth [Tnited 


States infantry writes to Seattle from 
De Loin a church, near Manila, aft fol- 
lows, says tiro Pittsbnrg Dispatch: 


"We have been visited by several 


hundred insurgents, armed with noth- 
ing bnt white flags. They are anxions 
to qnit fighting. Major Bubb told them 
he could not accept their surrender rm- 
lees they brought in their weapons. One 
of them confessed they had sent their 
rifles and ammunition to an interior 
stronghold when they tired of fighting 
and decided to be fed as prisoners of 
war. They were very much disappoint- 
ed when sent back and will mafee a wild 
hunt for the arms. 


"Many a soldier boy will take home 


a small fortune as the result of plunder 
captured in Filipino towns. Of course, 
the officers take the money away from 
the troopers whenever they are found 
out, but much of it is being hidden 
away. When in town last Saturday, I 
paw to natives staggering along with 
a heavy sack. They were guarded by 
two soldiers. The sack dropped to the 
ground and 150 pounds of Mexican dol- 
lars tumbled out. The soldiers gathered 
up the plunder and disappeared with 
it." 


Henry Marion, bandsman, Twenty.- 


tbird infantry, writing from the Philip- 
pines to his family in Smith county, 
Kan., about the Filipinos says: "We 
take gcod care of all their wounded. 
They, on the contrary, will murder our 
wounded and cut them all to pieces. 
Only yesterday we ran into an old gray 
headed native, one we had turned loose 
before because he was an old man, and 
he was in the act of cutting a wounded 
soldier's throat. We shot him threa 
times before he fell, and then, after he 
dropped, we went up to him. He was 
sitting there' praying like everything 
and crossing himself. We knocked the 
old reprobate in the head with our guns 
and leit him. I was out on escort duty 
the other day and only had a pistol. 
Two of us were carrying a captain who 
h*d been wounded and the bullets were 
flying abont us as thick as bees. We 
had chased them so fast they had left 
a lot of sharpshooters behind who were 
shooting at the hospital men. All at 
once I saw something move about 15 
feet away. I put the litter down quick- 
ly, and, stepping to one side, there lay 
a native sharpshooter. He bad a car- 
tridge stuck in his gun and was trying 
to get it out. So I out with my pistol 
and blew his brains omt and got his gnn 
and two bayonets." 


Arthtir O. Falkert, who formerly re- 


sided- in St Louis and attained quite a 
local reputation as a whistler, has made 
a hit in the Philippines with his whist- 
ling and imitation specialties which he 
practices at rnch times as his duties as 
a soldier will permit, says the St. Louis 
Republic. 
Writing to 
his friend, 


Charles Williams, Falkert says: 


"I have whistled in several entertain- 


ments in Manila before we were ordered 
to Malolos, and Major General Otis and 
other officers complimented me highly. 
There are many kinds of birds ont here 
and I have put in my spare time study- 
ing their voices, so that I have added 
many new ones to my repertory." 


Writing from Malolos he says: "We 


have so many battles that it is impcssi- 
ble to go into details. Even now we ara 
getting ready for an advance on Ca- 
loompan, and I hope I will come out'of 
it without any wounds. Soldiering out 
here is tough. I am defending my coun- 
try, though, and, like the rest of the 
boys, I am taking things as they come." 


Falkert is with Battery K, Third 


United States artillery. 


A soldier in the Kansas regiment tells 


this story about Colonel Fnnston: 
, 


"When the fight was over, Colonel 


Fnnston called to Sergeant Whisner 
arid said: 'Jake, where did yen get 
those fighters? They are the best I ever 
saw.' Jake only replied with a laugh 
and said, 'We have got plenty more 
like them in Kansas City.' Colonel 
Funston is proud of us, and maybe we 
are not proud of him. He is the best 
little fighter on the islands. He walks 
up and down the lines when the boys 
are fighting, saying: 'Keep cool, boys.

Both Streets,

with Porter brick, which is something 
new to the local streets. 


R. AV. Sherman; prcsiden of the Troy 


Public V.'orks company, was in the city 
today to sign the contracts.

asked in regard to the labor that would 
be employed, he said that local labor 
owuld ha secured to do all the prelim- 
inary work, and the company's own 
bricklayers will be brought for the lay- 
ing. The company will observe the nine- 
hour day for the local men, and the 
wages will be at least ?1.35 a day for ill 
local l.iiMir.

"Nobody would have denied to eongre 


the right to "orbid further military op- 
erations and to bring the Philippine 
troubles to a summary conclusion if they 
thought beat to do so. But to permit the 
Philippine war to continue and then 
deny the president the means of carry- 
Ing It on vigorously was not only Incon- 
sistent, but wicked. f(,r it meant the loss 
of a great deal more blood and money in 
the end. 


"You 
may say that congress gave him 


100,000 men. So it did. But what he 
wanted was 100,000 regulars, and wha*. 
he got was 65,000 regulars and 35,000 vol- 
unteers. Now we all know, after the 
experience of the Spanish war, what it 
means to be left dependent upon a-vol- 
unteer organization. There is no way 
of escaping continual clashes of author- 
ity between the state and federal gov- 
ernments. 
State troops, as such, have 


no business fighting the battles of the 
nation, except where trouble has corn" 
upon it so suddenly as to give the fed- 
eral government no chance to prepare 
Itself. Some of the volunteers have 
done good service and deserve all the 
credit given to them; but frankly, these 
are the exception rather than tlje rule 
For the most part the volunteer re'mainf 
a volunteer in some ef his least agree- 
able characteristics, no matter how long 
he serves under the Hag. There is alto- 
gether too much boys' play about the 
volunteer organization, even in the field. 
Soldiering with the regular is a stwn 
business; with the volunteer it is only 
about half appreciated on its serious 
Bide. The president knows this as well 
as anyone. Congress knows it The 
wretched beat-about-the-bush by which 
congress went through the form of sup- 
plying 10,000 of the best troops and act- 
ually supplied only 65,000 was unworthy 
of it, and the president proposes to let 
the country understand this. 


"One of the most damaging things you 


can do, if you are going to have an army 
at all, is to manifest your distrust of it in 
advance by arbitrary limits on Us term 
of enlistment and in other details. Wo 
are seeing the effect of Senator Gor- 
man's hardiwork in the army bill by the 
reluctance of, so many of the best class 
of youn.g officers to stay with the army 
and risk the chance of losing their careers 
while good offers are outstanding for 
them in private life. If the president 
lays this matter again before congress 
at its next session, and points out what 
has been done to hamper him, I cannot 
help thinking that the Republicans will 
be able to use his message as a very ef- 
fective ca«npaign document next year."

GENERAL GOMEZ'IDEAS 


Expressed In a Farewell Address to 


People of Land He Loves, 


Enjoins His Countrymen to 


Maintenance of Peace. 


Military Occupation of Cuba by Their Alliei 


Was Noi Looked For 


Havana, June 7.—General Maximo 


Oomez, former commander-in-chief ol 
the Cuban army, issued his farewell 
manifesto yesterday. 
In substance il 


says: 


"The commission I have been In- 


trusted with is nearly concluded. I have 
attempted to find a solution of questions 
concerning the army which I com- 
manded duclng the bloodiest war known 
in America. 
I am now leaving, re- 


gretfully, to attend to necessary private 
business. 


"A parting word to the people for 


whom I have sacrificed SO years of my 
life and to my friends in the army just 
disbanded, which action should have 
been taken instantly, after the removal 
of the bloody weight of Spain's merci- 
less regime. 
We armed ourselves, and 


therefore, now we no longer want sol- 
diers, but men for the maintenance ol 
peacf and order, which are the basis of 
Cuba's future welfare. 


"It is necessary to understand that the 


nation In this epoch, most difficult and 
unequalled in history, should avail itself 
of this opportunity to show it possesses 
virtues, in spite of the vices caused by 
colonial government and tha harshness 
of warlike life. 


"We wanted and depended upon for- 


eign Intervention to terminate the war. 
This occurred at tha most terrible mo- 
ment of our contest, and resulted in 
Spain's,defeat. 
But none of us thought 


this extraordinary event would be fol- 
lowed by a military occupation of the 
country by our allies, who treat us as a 
people Incapable of acting for ourselves, 
and who have reduced us to obedience 
to submission and to a tutilage imposed 
by force of circumstances. This cannot 
be our fate after years of struggle, and 
we should aid by every pacific method 
In finishing the work 
of organizing, 


which the Americans accepted In the 
protocol, and which Is as disagreeable 
for them as for ourselves. 
This aid 


will prove useless without concord 
among the islanders. 
Therefore .it is 


necessary to forget past disagreements, 
to completely unite all elements and to 
organize a political party, which is 
needed in any country. 


"It is always said that countries have 


the government which they merit, and 
Cuba will have that which her heroism 
entitles her to. 
Today she can onlj 


have one party in Cuba, with one object, 
that of obtaining the aspiration 
o! 


years. 


"We must devote ourselves to pacific 


labors, gain the respect of the world and 
show that though our war was honor- 
able our peace must be more so. 


"We must make useless by our be- 


havior the presence of a strange powei 
In the islanfl, and must assist the Amer- 
icans to complete the honorable mission 
they have been compelled to assume by 
force of circumstances. 
This work was 


not sought by these rich northerners, 
owners of a continent. 
I thing doubt? 


and suspicions are unjust. 
We must 


form immediately a committee or club 
to be a nucleus of a government. 
Thi? 


will serve Cuban interests perfectly and 
act as an aid to the intervenors. 


"I, as one of the first Cubans, al- 


though one of our last old soldiers, and 
not far from the grave, without pas- 
sion or ambitions, call on you with the 
sincerity of a father and urge a ces- 
sation of the superfluous discussions 
and the creation of parties of all kinds, 
which disturb the country and tend to 
cause anarchy. 
In this country thera 


should not be one man who we consider 
a stranger. 
Today we no longer havs 


Autonomists or Conservatives, but only 
Cubans. 


"My mission having ended, I will ab- 


sent myself temporarily, to embrace 
my family, but I will return shortly to 
Cuba, which I love as much as rny own 
land. 


"My last words for my soldiers are 


that, as always, where my tent is, the 
Cubans have a friend." 


The manifesto is the principal topic ol 


conversation among Americans and 
Cubans of all shades of politics. 
The 


Americans, for the most part, consider 
it an affecting address, expressing the 
real views of the old patriot, and also 
his sincere intention to retire from pub- 
lic life. 
His Cuban ndmirers say the 


address will rank among the most fa- 
mous in history. 
His opponents insisj 


that he has no intention to retire for 
more than a few weeks, and that his 
real object is to gain public sympathy. 


Many residents of Haxrana, who are 


neither friendly nor unfriendly to Gomez, 
believe that if he lives he will soon wish 
to resume his connection with the island, 
and they also believe that Cuban senti- 
ment in the main would favor his being 
largely interested In the future Cuban 
republic, even if not as the president.

I be- 
lieve that we should have at least ttvics 
as many as ouV navy atk present\c«a- 
tains."

Jack floated over Cape Town until ISlo, 
when the colony was ceded to the king 
of the Netherlands. 


It -was not until 1S35, 1836 and the few 


years following that the Boers showed 
any signs of disapproval regarding their 
treatment. 
When these peaca loving 


Dutch 'farmers did do so, it was merely 
by gathering up their goods and chat- 
tels and migrating into the lesser known 
north. But in the meantime they had 
been losing" much of their meekness. 
During the next few years several thou- 


1876-S this British intervention resulted 
in the annexation of the Transvaal by 
the government of Great Britain and 
the retention of the same until the. suc- 
cessful Boer revolt of 1880-1, in which 
the British troops met with an astound- 
ing and humiliating number of re- 
verses. 


It was by the treaty which followed 


this revolt that the Boeis came into 
possession of those rights upon which 
they base their present attitude and ac- 
tions. By the treaty of March 21, 1SS1, 
the full independence of 'the Transvaal 
was recognized by Great Britain—at 
least the full independence so far as in- 
ternal govern'meiitrwas concerned. The 
control of external affairs to a certain 
extent was res'ervctl to the English gov- 
ernment. This constitution was amend- 
ed'and ratified in 1890, and by it the 
Transvaal, or rather the South African

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intruders brought with them the pas- 
sion for progress and advance for which 
the placid Boer had always had very 
little use. 
The newcomers, or "uit- 


landcrs," as they •were called, brought 
with them the cry for persona! lib- 
erty and political representation. 
The 


doughty Boers, realising with concern 
the overwhelming number of aliens who 
were making their homes in the repub- 
lic, sturdily withheld all political privi- 
leges from the unwelcome hut irre- 
pressible intruders, falling back on their 
treaty with Great Britain, written out 
duly in plain black and white, for so 


suing a mode of life which required 
several thousands of acres for the sup- 
port of every adult male. And unless 
there is some sudden and unexpected 
change of front in the Boer it will be a 
matter for wonder if his end is not as 
piccipitous and as tragic as that of the 
North American Indian. This end will 
be brought about not by the machina- 
tions of such men as Cecil Rhodes and 
Dr. Jameson, but by that stern spirit of 
the times which President Kruger will 
find a mote insidious and relentless en- 
emy than even Mr. Joe Chamberlain 
himself. 


A HAWAIIAN SUGAR MILL 


Planters have been disturbed at the prospect of the Hawaiian Islands 


coming tinder the American contract labor immigration laws. The policy of 
the island government has hitherto been to encourage every Jap and Chinaman 
who could secure in his own country a contract to work on a Hawaiian planta- 
tion to come to the country. This national policy it is •which flooded the island 
country with Asiatics. It was done at the instance of the planters themselves 
:n order that they might get cheap labor and develop the national resources. 
If you consider a moment, you will see it was the natural thing to do. Na- 
tive Hawaiians will not work steadily in the fields Chinese immigration to Ha- 
waii practically stopped with annexation. The United States law restricting 
Chinese immigration took effect at once. With Japanese it was different. Ja- 
pan has with the United States a most favored nation treaty, sueh as all civ- 
ilized countries now have with one another. That treaty gave to Japajnese con- 
siderably more latitude in the matter of entering the islands than the Chinese 
had. Consequently the thing for those who feared -a shortage of labor was 
to rush in Japanese plantation hands with all haste before the laws governing 
the new' territory had been finally promulgated. 


One solution of this Hawaiian labor problem seems to me, .as a mere out- 


eider, would be easy, simple and satisfactory. We have a class of native Amer- 
icans who have done successfully the work on sugar plantations 'now for many 
generations. They are citizens as much as any, and free. Why not substitute 
negro for A'siatic labor on the Hawaiian plantations?

A revision of the building ordinance 


was introduced and referred to the 
committee on ordinance*. It provides 
for a change in section 14 of chapter 9, 
which shall make the requirements of 
the floors in regard to strength apply to 
all public and mercantile buildings 
whether more than two stories in 
height or not. 


A new ordinance for the numbering 


of houses was also referred to the com- 
mittee on ordinances. Its provisions 
are in brief as follows: It shall be the 
duty of the city engineer to assign to 
all houses and tenements on "public 
streets their proper numbers, and also 
on any other streets when 25 per cent, 
of the property owners petition, for it; 
there shall be a frontage of 20 feet for 
each number, and the odd numbers 
shall be placed on the north and east 
sides of the street, and thfr eveii num- 
bers on the south and west sides of 
the street; the owner of the house 
must provide the entrance of his house 
with the proper number in figures at 
least two inches high within three days 
after notified to do so or be liable to a 
penalty of $20 for each offense besides 


I paying the cost of having- the work 


done by the city.

Mr. Lasley first made a few remarks, 
announcing that his wife, whose decis- 
ions "wont" in the family, had con- 
cluded to stay over tomorrow night, 
when the outfit \\ ill again be on exhi- 
bition. Then he inroduced Mrs. Li1-1 
as th<_- "iiUpeii of the traveling palace." 


Mrs. Lasley has an energetic and 


pleasing personality, and told a very 
entei Uming- story of their life and trav- 
els for th^ lasc five years, during which 
time they have been on the road from 
the fetdte of AVashingon in their Ptrunge 
jaunting car. She said North Adams 
was an unusual place in that the wagon 
had been treated with the most res- 
pectful curiosity, which they wanted, 
and not as a new sort of gypsy outfit. 
Then she \\ent on to tell how then- farm 
in Washington was under a heavy 
mortgage, and how when Mr. Lasley 
had decided to start down into Cali- 
fornia, she insisted on going with him 
and planned the houseon wheels which 
should carry the whole family, includ- 
ing the dog. 


When, they got to San Francisco and 


found work a hard thing to get, they 
decided to come east, selling' the book 
of their travels on the Avay, seeing the 
country and enjoying themselves.
